Applicant has argued that Lynam in view of Marhauser does not teach the two portions to be continuous. However, Lynam clearly states 
in col. 9-10 that the gap between the portions may be eliminated, thus resulting in continuous mirror portions. Applicant is now also 
arguing that the references do not show the mirror to comprise a first half and a second half. In response, it should be noted that 
applicant's disclosure does not teach the mirror portions to each comprise exactly half of the mirror. Thus, this recitation has been 
heretofore interpreted as meaning first and second mirror portions so as to be consistent with applicant's disclosure.
